Chicago, Nov. 23.—It would seem prac- 
ticable to devise a system of 


walks within the loop by constructing 


upon the genera) level of the second 
fioors walks running north and south, 
and east and west through the center of 
each block. In many of these blocks 
alleys exist which could be used, and 
when no alleys exist passageways could 
be condernmned through buildings. 

The walks would cross the streets on 
artistically designed bridges, and not 
shut off as much light from the ground 
floor spaces as second story walks over 


present sidewalks. 


The frontage upon such Na m the 
rear of present buildings, now of minor 
value, would be availiable. for shops, 
restaurants, and other bustness and its 


value increased sufficiently to pay dam- 


Entrances to second 
floor of buildings would make it con- 
venient to reach all parts of the loop on 
feot without the delay and danger from 
street crossings.
